After six w e e k s of public Hearings that Have e m b r a c e d practically 
every important industrial area of the State, the so called S w e a ts h o p 
C o m m it te e that was created during the closing hours of the hist ses 
sion of the Legishflure has e n d e d its p ro ce ed in g s and issued a sta te­ 
ment which may be co n sid ered in the nature of a preliminary report.
